ANGLO-SAXON JUSTICE 
URGED BY JUDGE PARK 


Charges Grarid Jurors on 
Monday That on Their 
Action Rests Good Name 
of White Race.

Monticello, Ga., April 11. — (Spe- 

cial.)—Following the return of a 
dozen murder indictments against 
John §. Williams, his three younger 
sons and Clyde Manning, the négro 
whose sensational confession re- 
vealed the “murder farm” atrocities, 
by the Jasper county grand jury 
this afternoon. Solicitor-General 
Doyle Campbell announced tonight 
that an investigation will be made 
Tuesday into the killing of two other 
negroes by other individuals in dif- 
ferent parts of the county. 

This disclosure by the _ solicitor 
came at the end of the first day's 
session of the special term of the 
grand jury, during which much new 
evidence offering stronger support 
to the testimony of Manning was 
submitted, and is an indication of 
ti.e rigid probe Jasper county offi- 
cials are determined to make into 
all racial trouble within its borders, 
‘according to Judge J. B. Park. 
Charge 
Pleases. 

The stirring ions of the judge 
was everywhere received with en- 
thusiasm, and lony before the first 
indictments were returned, they 
were predicted by the leading cit- 
izens. Small groups of men discuss- 
ed the case in front of the court- 
house and a number of deputies were 
present to prevent any possible dis- 
order. 

While no indictments were re- 
turned in the Eugene Hamilton 
‘lynching case, the tnvestigation will 
be continued Tuesday, according to 
the solicitor, and more than twenty 
witnesses will appear before the 
body. Action would have been taken 
on the matter today, it was stated, 
but the evidence presented did not 
warrant such a course, 

“Regarding the homicides which 
the grand jury will next investi- 
gate,” said Solicitor Campbell, “they 
occurred within tne past two or 
three months, and owing to éuspl- 
cious circumstances, the body de- 
cided it was best to determine the 
exact cause of the deaths. 

“In one of the cases a party of 
four white men went to a negro's 
house to inquire of the whereabouts 
of a relative of the inmate, who had 
run away. When they approached 
the home, the negro opened the door 
and fired at them. An exchange of 
shots followed. The next morning 
the body of a negro was found in 
the yard,” he stated.

Service to Cuba 


Opened Monday 


Presidents of Two Republics 
Talk by Undersea Cable 
From Capitals. 


Washington, April i11.—Direct 


telephone communication between 
the United States and Cuba was 
inaugurated late today when Presi- 
dent Harding and President Meno- 
cal, of the island republic, ex- 
changed renewed assurances’ of 
friendship and good will. 

Completion of the undersea circuit 
was marked by a formal ceremony 
at the Pan-American building, 
where Mr. Harding, several mem- 
bers of his cabinet, and other high 
Officials gathered at the Washing- 
ton end of the wire while a sim- 
ilar group of notables participated 
at Havana. 

As an added feature Washing- 
ton and Havana, as well as many 
other cities scattered across the 
country, listened to a report from 
a Wireless telephone operator at 
Catalina Island in the Pacific ocean. 
The distance from Catalina to Cuba 
is 5,700 miles, and the feat was 
Said to have established a new 
distance record for transmission of 
the human voice by a circuit of 
radio, wire and cable. 

Hundreds “Listen In.” 

The ceremony here was in charge 
of the American Telephone and 
lelegraph company and the Nation- 
al Press club, and ‘the invited 
Suests, numbering several hundred, 
were provided with telephone re- 
ceivers connected with the new cir- 
cuit. The message of Mr. Harding 
formally opening the wire was as 
follows: 

“I want you, President Menocal, 
and the government and people of 
Cuba to know how gratifying it is 
t9 participate with you in this 
ceremony, which signifies so much 
in the establishment of more inti- 
mate and understanding relations 
between Cuba and the’ United 
States, This time is especially 
ausp'cious. for the exchange of as- 
Surances that our two republics are 
bound together by ‘indgissoluble ties 
of sympathy and interest. Our for- 
tunes have been linked together in 
already two history-making strug- 
gles; and today, when Cuba stands 
under the shadow of a national] mis- 
fortune, I want you to know that 
the United States is determined as 
always to prove itself the true 
and helpful friend of your nation,” 

Mr. Harding indicated that his ref- 
erence was to the suspension of 
Payment by the National Bank of 
Cuba, a development in which he 
is deeply interested. 

Others Talk. 

After the conversation between the 
two chief executives, Secretary 
Hugh of the state department, 
taikKeqg with Secretary of State Des- 
vernines, of Cuba: Secretary Mellon, 
of the treasury department, spoke to

The cross-continent Atlantic-fto- 
Pacific *talk was made possible by 
the deep sea cable from Key West 
to Havana. the longest deep sea tele- 
phone cable in the world. and an in- 
strumentalitv in which many serious 
engineering and el rical problems 
have been solved. The line used to- 
dav is 5,762 miles In feneth. and the 
roll-call was heard ing Havana, Rich- 
mond, Philadelnhi: Harrisburg, 
Pittshure, New York Chirreran, Ten. 
ver, Sacramento, San Francisco, Los 
Angeles and other points across the 
United States. The line at Denver 
is a mile above se? level while the 
submarine is a mile below at its 
deepest point. 


Anglo-Jap Treaty 
Must Please U.S., 
Declares Hughes 


Hope of World With the 
English-Speaking Peoples, 
Says Australian Premier. 


New York, Auril 11.—The text of 
thp speech made last Wednesday in 
the Australian parliament by Pre- 
mier Hughes, in which he advocated 
renewal of the Anglo-Japanese 
ireaty in a form agreeable to the 
United States, was made public here 
today by the Australian high com- 
missioner, 

Warning of naval rivalry on the 
Pacific, Premier Hughes appealed 
for “‘an alliance—an understanding 
between the two great branches of 
the English-speaking peoples,” and 
declared that renewa#of the Anglo- 
Japanese treaty, modified if need be, 
should be sought at the British im- 
perial conference of dominion prime 
ministers in London next June. 

In his address, which was regard- 
ed as one of the frankest discus- 
sions of internationdl relations on 
the Pacific ever carried on in the 
Australian parliament, Premier 
Hughes dealt with Japanese-Amer- 
ican affairs. He said in part: 

Digest of Speech. 

“The bearing of the Japanese 
treaty upon the naval defense of the 
empire is obvious. AS we have seen 
lately, there has been much talk 
of strained relations between the 
United States and Japan. Now, in 
that lie the germs of great trouble 
—possibilities of infinite disaster to 
this world. 

“What is the hope of the world? 
As I see it, it is an alliance—an un- 
derstanding between the gwerat 
branches of the English-speaking 
peoples. Now, here is our delimma., 
Our safety lies in a renewal of the 
Anglo-Japanese treaty, yet that 
treaty is anathema to Americans. 
America has said that she must have 
the greatest navy in the world— 
that she must’ have a navy suffi- 
ciently strong to defend herself. To 
defend herself against whom? She 
has left the world in no doubt, or 
in very little doubt, as to whom. 
We not only have no quarrel. with 
America, we have no quarrel with 
Japan. We have our ideals—Japan 
has hers. There is room in the 
world for both of us. We want to

“One reason why Americans want 
the strongest navy in the world is 
that they have such a. great coast 
line to defend. But we have a coast 
line nearly three times as long as 
that of America. They have over 
one hundred millions of people 
with which to defend a country 
slightly smaller in size and only 
vulnerable on the sea on two sides. 

“Even when one comes to the al- 
leged causes of disputes and of dif- 
ferences between Japan and Ameri- 
ca, those differences appear to be 
trivial, compared with the tremen- 
dous evil which, war would inflict 
upon both nations. 

“What do the Japanese want? 
They want to hold land in America 
and the right to enter the United 
States. Our attitude is very much 
iike that of the people of the west- 
ern states of America towards Ja- 
pan. 

Error of Japanese. 


“It is utterly wrong for the Japa- 
nese people to think that because 
we have passed certain laws we re- 
gard them as our inferiors. We ad- 
mire their bravery and their pa- 
triotism and we stand amongst those 
who are loudest in admiration of 
their magnificent achievements, for 
no other nation has advanced so far 
in so short a time. 

“But, as I had the honor of telling 
Japanese representatives at the 
peace -conference, while we were 
friends of Japan. and while we con- 
sidered them the equals. of 
selves, we do not always invite our 
friends into.our house. 

“Our treatment of the Japanese 
rill compare qnite § favorably, 
think, with their treatment of 
foreigners in general. The Japa- 
nese are so intensely patriotic that 
they do not recognize naturalziation 
by any country as denationalizing 
any Japanese. A Japanese, no mat- 
ter what he does, cannot divest 
himself of his nationality. 

Must Satisfy United States. 


“These are the main grounds of 
the differences of opinion between 
the United States and Japan. .. . 
It is the bounden duty of Aus- 
tralia to use every means at her 
disposal to effect such a modus vi- 
vendi as will secure a renewal of 
Anglo-Japanese treaty in a form 
agreeable to the United States. 
Whether she is a party to it or not, 
is not so material, se long as she 
accepts it and doesn’t regard the 
renewal of it as being in itself a 
hostile ‘act by Britain’ directed 
against herself. While making 
every effort to retain the friend- 
ship of Japan, we cannot make an 
enemy of the United States. Nor 
can Britain do so. 

“1 think the interests of Aus- 
tralia lie in a renewal of the treaty 
in some modified form. I see no 
reason why the treaty should not 
be renewed in a form which would 
be satisfactory not only to the em- 
pire of Japan, but to America as 
well. An uninterrupted era of peace 
is impossible to contemplate while 
the world is résounding with the 
clang of naval construction. I have 
always taken the. attitude that. 
while very little may be expected 
from the league of nations, yet, be- 
cause neace isso desirable and war 
so awful, all civilized nations ought 
to do al] things possible to prevent 
war. 

Hope for Peace. 

“The most powerful agency for 
the world's peace today is the Brit- 
ish empire. Vhe hope of the future 
neAce of the world seems to lie in 
some understanding—call it what

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you will—between America, Eng- 
land and France. The league of 
nations is an unwieldly, clumsy 
contrivance. There is only one way 
to prevent war, andthat is for the 
world to turn its back upon it; 
and, since progress of the world is 
uneven, some nations surging ahead 
of others, if war is to be prevented, 
there must exist amongst those who 
are opposed to war, power to pre- 
vent war.”

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BRITAIN SUGGESTS

Unofficial Memorandum 
Received for Settlement 
of Mesopotamian Agree-. 
ment on Oil Lands. 


Washington, April 11.—Adjust- 
ment of the dispute between the 
United States and Great Britain 
growing out of the San Remo oil 
agreement concerning Mesopotamia. 
has been suggested informally to 
the United States, was learned 
today officially.

It was proposed that the United

@ more speedy adjustment than 
might be* expected through usual 
diplomatic exchanges. 

There already have been several 
diplomatic exthaswen between the 
United States and Great Britain on 
this subject, the latest having been 
the reply of Lord Curzon, the Brit- 
ish secretary of state for foreign 
affairs, to Secretary Colby’'s note of 
last November 20. Lord CWrzon 
said the American podsition for 
equal treatment of the citizens of 
all countries in mandated territory 
was scarcely consistent with the 
American attitude toward oil con- 
cessions in Mexico, Haiti and the 
Dominican republic. 

Another contention of the British 
foreign minister was that British 
interests held in Mesopotamia oil 
concessions obtained before the war.

HEALTH TALKS 


‘BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


LIME. 

The average man has or should 
have about three pounds of calcium 
or lime in him, about one-fiftieth 
of the body weight. 

Although laymen often assume 
that they are getting too much lime 
in drinking water or otherwise and 
that this may favor hardening or, 
the arteries, there is no basis for | 
such belief. On the contrary, there | 
is good reason to think that, as 
Prof. H. C. Sherman, of Columbia 
university, says in his book (Chem- 
istry of Food and Nutrition) “the 
ordinary mixed diet of North Amer- 
icans and Europeans, at least among 
dwellers in cities and towns, is 
probably more often deficient in 
calcium than in any other chemi- | 
cal element.” 

Among foods of animal origin} 
fresh milk, buttermilk, skim milk, | 
and curdled milk (cottage cheese) | 
is about the only one which can be 
said to be rich in lime content. By 
the way, it is probable that actual 
benefit derived from a _ notorious 
highbrow patent medicine “nerve 
tonic’ of whose efficacy ignoramus 
college professors and mossback 
doctors freely testify, and which is 
practically what Sam. Hop. Adams 
called glorified cottage cheese, is 
attributable -to the lime-depriva- 
tion from which tne testimonial 
writers suffer. 

Vegetable foods furnish more lime 
than animal foods. The marked im-

Since the emergency bill was 
framed, unsatisfactory to the cot- 
ton seed and peanut interests, but 
regardéd as a forward step in that 
direction, a determined tignt hus 
been made by one or more large 
manufacturing consumers of Orien- 
taloil products, there has begun a

She was kept from 
suffering by frequent hypodermic 
tnjections, but her breathing appear-~ 
ed to become hourly more difficult, 
At 5 o’clock this morning, Dr. 
Haesner assisted the attending 
nurse and Countess von Kellar, an 
old friend of the formef empress, 
to adjust the patient’s position so 
that she might become more coni- 
fortable. 

As the day broke breathing be- 
came still more difficult for the 
failing patient and her pulse grew 
weaker. 

It theft was evident to the phy- 
sicians that the end was near, and 
Dr. Haesner warned former Em- 
peror William and Prince Adelbert 
of its approach. 

The ex-empress became uncon: 
scious and her breathing became 
fainter and fainter until 6 o’clock 
life left her frail body. 

The ex-emperor stood at the bed- 
side with bent heal as death came 
to his consort. and he remained in 
room for some time afterward. 

Doorn Greatly Affected. 

The quiet little village of Doorn 
was greatly affected by the news 
of the ex-empress’ death. which 
spread rapidly early in the day as 
the artisans were going to work. 
As the death belis tolled, the streets 
filled with little groups of villagers, 
discussing the event. 

Augusta Victoria had lived in 
Doorn a year, coming here with the

New York, April 11.—(United News.)—Oil, motor and steel shares 
held firm today in a stock market that had a number of weak spots. 
On rumors that the sale of its property to a British syndicate had 
fallen through? American Linseed dropped 4 points ix the early trading. 
Northern Pacific, which closed at 74%, sold down to 725% before noon,, 
with lawyers for that company and Great Northern appearing before 
the interstate commerce commission at Washington to argue for per- 
Mission to issue $230,000,000 joint 6% per cent convertible bonds to 
take up the $215,000,000 joint 4s maturing July 1. Even if the com- 
mission gives its consent, these bonds will greatly increase the carry- 
ing charge for control of Burlington. 

According to the statements made today by lawyers for the Hill 
roads, the new convertible 6%s are to be secured by $33,000,000 of 
Northern Pacific general mortgage 6s and a like amount of Great 
Northern 7s. 

Pennsylvania again made a new low record for the year, selling 
at 32%, the lowest level in over forty years, or since 1879, when the 
same figure was touched. As the 24th of this month, the regular day 
for holding the dividend meeting, comes on Sunday, the meeting will 
be held on the 27th.

Reaches Level of Janu- 
ary, 1915, With Export- 
ers and Farmers Both 
Selling.

The prospects, therefore, are fa- 
vorable, although it is still too early 
to say that the crisis has been 
averted. The mine owners, even if 
they were willing to make new 
wage proposals, were today unpre- 
paretl with any concrete scheme, 
and the present indications are that 
the conference proceedings will be 
protracted. 

Lloyd-George Presides. 

An official statement was issued 
announcing that the prime minis- 
ter had presided at the afternoon 
session, which lasted from 4 o’clock 
until nearly 9 o’chock. There were 
present also Sir Robert S. Horne, 
chancellor of the exchequer; T. J. 
MacNamara, labor minister, and 
William Brace, minister of mines. 

Evan Williams made a long 
statement of the owners’ case and 
Frank Hodges an equally long 
statement of the miners’ se. The 
premier then expressed a desire to 
have an opportunity of perusing the 
statements, and it was mutually 
agreed that no report of the re- 
spective statements should be pub- 
lished in the meantime, the premier 
added that he desired to have an 
opportunity of meeting the respec- 
tive parties separately, prelimina- 
ry to a further joint. meeting. This 
was agreed to and the meeting for 
tomorrow was arranged. 

It is significant that, although 
in recent phases of the trouble, the 
government has taken the attitude 
that now the industry has been 
taken out of government control, 
it was a matter solely between the 
mine owners and miners, the pre- 
mier himseif,presided over the con- 
ference. The presence of the chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, especially, 
gave color to the reports that the 
government contemplates affording 
temporary financial assistance to 
meet exceptional circumstances of 
poor yielding mines being unable to 
afford wages to provide a decent 
standard of living. 

Government May Help. 

This was, in fact, indicated by the 
premier himself at the morning sit- 
ting in the course of his statenent 
on the government’s position, when 
he said the government was unable 
to grant any “permanent” contribu- 
tion to maintain the industry out of 
taxes. 

The premier showed anxiety to 
expedite the work of the conference. 
The mine owners today wanted an 
adjournment unti] tomorrow to pre- 
pare their statement, but Mr. Lloyd- 
George insisted that the conference 
reassemble at 4 o'clock. 

According to some unofficial re- 
ports the government will refuse 
even this temporary assistance un- 
less the miners, on their part, aban- 
don their claim for a settlement of 
the wages dispute on a “national” 
basis, such national basis not nec- 
essarily meaning uniform rates to 
pay in the different districts, but 
insuring a universal livin wage. 
As it is believed the miners will in- 
sist upon a national settlement, it 
would seem premature to predict a 
peaceful outcome the conference, 
and, in the meantime, the triple al- 
liance is not withdrawing its strike 
notices.

SAPIRO AND FARM 
LEADERS ARRIVE 


Stage Set for Meeting of 
Cotton Producers at the 
State Capitol Today to 
Plan Co-operation. 


Aaron Sapiro, originator of the 
Sapiro plan of Co-operative market- 
ing now in use in California, and 
leaders in agricultural linesfrom all 
parts of the state, arrived in At- 
lanta Monday in preparation to at- 
tend the session of Georgia cotton 
growers Tuesday in*the hall of rep- 
resentatives in the state capitol. 

Preliminary organization for the 
meeting, which is open to all cotton 
producers desiring relief from pres- 
ent market conditions which do not 
allow a*vfair margin of profit, was 
affected at a committee meeting in 
the Piedmont hotel, which -was held 
under the auspices* of the Elbert 
county association and presided 
over by O.°E. Tate, its president. 

Mr. Sapiro presented his plan for 


co-operative marketing to the com- 
mittee together with his recommen- 
dation of a working plan for Geor- 
gia’s cotton crop, and these were 
adopted with certain modifications 
which the committee thought best 
to append. 

The plan, which will be submitted 
to the meeting Tuesday, calls for 
organization extending over con- 
tracts representing 300,000 bales of 
Georgia cotton. Contractors to the 
co-operative plan will guarantee 
to deal solely through the assog¢a- 
tion for five years. 

The contract is not binding unless 
jurisdiction over 300,000 bales is se- 
cured. In the event this total can 
be reached by July 15, 1921, the 
present crop will be marketed co- 
operatively; if the god is not 
reached by that date the campaign 
will go over to January 1, 1922, and 
the organization will start function- 
ing on the 1922 crop. 

The committee named C. S. Bar- 
rett, national farmers’ union, to 
preside at the Tuesdaye meeting, 
with ©. 3. Fate and Mre. J. fF. 
Swift, both of Elberton, as vice 
ee and secretary, respective- 
y. 
Tuesday Mr. Sapiro will deliver an 
address to the session jin which he 
will again outline in minutest detail 
his plan, which he explained at the 
committee meeting Monday, together 
with the tentative contract plan 
for Georgia. 

The Sapiro plan, which is nation- 
ally Known and favorably consider- 
ed as 4 result of the splendid bene- 

ts it is said to have brought to 
California agriculturists, was adopt- 
ed bv the Elbert county association 
and Elbert business interests sever- 
al weeks ago at a meeting in El- 
berton, and the marketing associa- 
tion so formed was the nucleus for 
the state-wide organization plan. 

Mr. Sapiro was entertained with 
a group of prominent Atlantans at 
a luncheon at the Capital City club 
Monday by Jomes B. Nevin, editor 
of The Georgian.

May 16. The purpose of the con- 
ference is to consider how best to 


‘ protect the cotton industry against 


the pink boll worm, the most dan- 
gerous of cotton pests. 

This pest entered the United 
States from Mexico in the fall of 
1917, appearing first in Texas. 
Prompt measures were taken to 
beat it back and about $2,000,000 
have already been expended by the 
federal government. 

The department is now consider: 
ing quarantine measures which will 
check the invasion from Texas to 
the greatest possible extent, and the 
purpose of the conference is to con- 
sult with delegates from other 
states interested before taking def- 
inite action.
